4. He muat also have served at seafor two years in ® merchant sailing vessel of not 
leas than 300 tons register, employed in the foreign trade, as a seaman or apprentice, and 
must produce satisfactory certificates from the masters he has sailed under, « 

5. He will be’ required to have passed the examination laid down for the sixth standard, 
(middle) of the Code of Regulatious fur European schools in, Bengal, and in sddition will 
be examiued in Seamauship and in Navigation up to the standard of a Second Mate. 
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6. He will, on being appointed to the service, receive Ks. 100 per mensem,

1s continuation of General Letter No. 4, dated 10th February 1885, I am directed to 

inform you that, in addition to a mileage of 2 annas provided for a third class officer under 
section 67, read with section 32 of the Travelling Allowance Code (edition 1885), Civil 
Court Amin will be entitled to a daily allowance, under section 27, at the rate giyen in sec- 
tion 31 (c) for the number of days during which he halts at a particular place for the purpose 
of conducting a local investigation. This halting allowance will vary according to the salary 
of the Amin, being 12 annas a day if his salary is Rs, 70 per mensem, or 8 annss if it is 
Ra. 50. 
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*. Iam to-add that the mileage and halting allowance above specified are intended to 
peootlp the Amin for travelling expenses acwually incurred, and must bo paid by the parties, 
by whom his services are required, in addition to the Rs. 3 per diem which is realized under 
ChapterIV, Rule 8 (1), Parts I to IV, Article 8, pages 226-230, Civil Rulcs and 
Osders;.and credited to Government in order to cover the cost of the Amiu’s salary. 

8 The Court do not consider it necessary. that any expense shoud be incurred for the 
carriage of the Amin’s chain, compass, records, &c., a8 thesc could always be carried hy a 
couple of men produced by the parties, either servants or tenants. If, however, expenditure 
for this purpose is unavoidable, it must be paid by the parties,
